Emergency Declared 
Meanwhile the city remained in 
a state of confu sion and Mayor 
David L. Lawrence declared a state 
of emergency. 
Pu blic schools were closed u nder 
plans annou nced in advance that 
they wou ld not open If the strike 
were called. 
Most of the district 
colleges were closed. 
There still was the threat that 
the strike cou ld spread to home 
u sers, of whom there are 330,000 in 
the district. 
A walkout of 3,400 employ es Of 
the light compeny began at 4 a. m 
today to enforce demands for a 
wage increase. 
TTie strike qu ickly reflected in 
downtown Pittsbu rgh. 
Bu ilding su perintendents ordered 
elevator service dlscontUiu ed in the 
skyscraper Koppers and Gu lf bu ild­ 
ings—Pittsbu rgh’s two tallest office 
stru ctu res. They feared a su dden 
su spension of power might trap 
passengers in the high-speed lifts 
Many bu siness firms su spended 
operations and sent employes home. 
A sign In the lobby of the Clark 
bu ilding warned visitors that "any­ 
one entering does so at own risk”. 
An estimated 
one-half of the 
large bu siness bu ildings and some 
hotels 
in 
Pittsbu rgh's 
downtown 
“Golden Triangle” bu siness district 
were withou t heat as a resu lt of 
the strike. 
Power On Limited Basis 
The city mobilized its entire po­ 
lice and lire fighting forces to cope 
with any emergency. 
Electrical cu rrent continu ed 
to 
pass throu gh power lines on a lim­ 
ited basis after the strike began, 
and officials of the light company 
informed Mayor David L. Lawrence 
it wou ld be able to keep hospitals 
and some refrigerator plants going 
"for a while." Street car service 
was halted.

Preview 
A large part of th e European food crisis th at th e 
United State* intends to ease originates in Germany 
and is likely to persist for many y ears. For th e first 
time since th e end of th e war in Europe th e impact 
of th e catastroph e is being delivered in a more subtle 
way th an th e destruction of cities and fortifications 
Th e Intent of th e peace terms is to destroy an 
economy th at h as been supporting some 70.000,000 
Germans, to replace it with a different kind of 
economy wh ose details are still vague, and to 
m a k e 
certain th at Germany never will be able to prepare 
for anoth er war. Th e German people, still too con­ 
fused to know wh at th ey Intend to do, will h ave to 
work out a new economy based on ligh t industrie* 
and agriculture, or mark time and h ope th e Allies 
will fall apart. In th e meantime, th ey must be* given 
a ch ance; th at is wh y food relief is needed. 
It is doubtful if most of us h ave digested th e 
implications of wh at is in store for Germany under 
th e terms agreed on at Potsdam Th ese terms consti­ 
tuted a decision never to give Germany anoth er 
ch ance to wage war by making th e German people 
dependerit on th eir international neigh bors for sur­ 
vival. We are h aving a preview of wh at th at de­ 
pendency may mean, unless th e Germans can learn 
to feed th emselves. 


Where Does This Leave Ickes? 
Wh en President Truman q uestioned th e reliability 
of h is secretary of th e interior’s damaging testimony 
against Edwin W. Pauley , th e future of Harold L. 
Ickes suddenly became as uncertain as th e future of 
Mr Pauley . 
On nex t March 4. Mr. Ickes will h ave been secre­ 
tary of th e interior for 13 y ears 
His long tenure 
h as been a minor political miracle. He survived most 
of th e time with only one visible means of political 
support—th e confidence placed in h im by th e late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Organization Democrats h ave gunned for h im be­ 
cause h e w’as a renegade Republican. 
Republicans 
h ave gunned for h im because h e was a New Dealer 
With Mr Roosevelt gone and President Truman going 
considerably out of h is way to give h im th e rebuke 
direct In. th e Pauley affair, it looks as if Mr. Ickes 
h ad reach ed th e end of h is cabinet string 
Unlike 
Henry A. Wallace, th e only oth er original Roosevelt 
cabinet officer still remaining in th e cabinet, th ough 
with a different portfolio, Mr. Ickes h as no im­ 
portant political backing. 
On th e 15th of nex t month , Mr. Ickes will be 72 
y ears old. 
Th e combination of h is age, h is long 
tenure in th e cabinet and th e accumulation of ad­ 
verse political circumstances stimulates speculation 
on th e probability th ere soon will be a new secre­ 
tary of th e interior. 


h ouses in two y ears—h ouses built by every body wh o 
h as skill, h ouses to be sold at prices th at people wh o 
need h ouses can afford to pav. He is th inking about 
government stimulation of th e building industry , but 
does not seem to be th inking about unloading all 
tne industry 's piobkuts on government. Eith er ex ­ 
pressed or implied in h is blueprint are all th e obvious 
needs of a real h ousing project on a national scale. 
But a blueprint by itself means noth ing. Ex pe­ 
diter Wy att lias issued wh at amounts to a ch allenge 
to private enterprise 
Th e blueprint and th e govern­ 
ment assistance it calls for will be th e starting point 
for a demonstration of th e ability of private enter­ 
prise to solve one of th e country * tough est problems. 
For instance, building trades unions mast devise 
th e means of obtaining th e labor needed to give th e 
public wh at it wants. Management and capital must 
work out details of construction and finance 
Th e 
ch allenge is aimed at every body concerned, from th e 
arch itects wh o draw' th e plans to th e laborer wh o 
digs drainage ditch es 
Th ere is a desperate need for taking 
off some of 
th e h obbles th at h ave ch ecked building efficiency and 
purred prices. Th e building industry , one of th e h alf 
dozen most important in th e nation, h as an oppor­ 
tunity to get abreast of th e times wh erever it h cs 
lagged—and it h as lagged in too many places for its 
own good. It doesn’t Just h appen th at th ere was a 
h ousing deficit even before th e war, it was evidence 
oi th e building industry ’s own unsatisfactory con­ 
dition. 
Wh at h as been at oth er times only a problem for 
th e industry now is i. problem for th e United States 
Th e h ousing sh ortage is not m* rely an annoy ance to 
ty* sh rugged off. but a crisis to be met with forth ­ 
righ t action. On all th e way s in wh ich th e federal 
government h as proposed to broaden its responsibility 
for th e general welfare, th ere is least resistance to 
its efforts to stimulate better h ousing. 
Th e only points of Housing Ex pediter W y att’s pro­ 
gram th at lie in th e area of controversy are th ose 
concerned with price control 
If h is program col­ 
lapses at any particular point, it is most likely to be 
th e goal of providing th e bulk of th e new h ousing at 
$« ,000 or less wh ile h olding ceilings on th e selling 
price and rental value of ex isting properties

Wedncnsday Afternoon 
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Lincoln and Reconstruction 
During th e war y ears it was natural th at on Lin­ 
coln's birth day we sh ould look back th rough time and 
h istory to a war of 8 0 y ears before, and to th e words 
and ex ample of a man of acknowledged greatness 
wh o led an embattled nation to victory . 
Th is y ear th e analogy no longer h olds good. We 
are In th e midst of wh at, 8 0 y ears ago, was called 
reconstruction. Had Lincoln lived th rough th at period 
of reconstruction, th is nation's h istory would be 
different and undoubtedly a h appier one. 
But th e 
task of returning th e country to th e way s and prae 
tices of peace was entrusted to th e war president’s 
successor, as it is today . Lincoln died at th e dawn 
of peace; Roosevelt, almost on th e eve of victory . 
It would be comforting and instructing to know 
h ow Abrah am Lincoln would h ave met problems simi­ 
lar to th ose wh ich th e United Stutes faces now. 
How would h e h ave h elped to answer th e q uestion 
of wh eth er ‘‘We sh ull nobly save or meanly lose th e 
last, best h ope of earth ” th rough a closer organization 
of th e world's nations? How migh t h e h ave aided in 
solving our industrial disputes q uickly and fairly ? 
It is Idle to speculate. But it is also ex cusable 
to turn to some of Lincoln’s th ough ts on labor and 
read th em with present circumstances in mind. Th e 
particular th ough ts q uoted h ere were contained in 
some informal remarks wh ich h e made to a dele­ 
gation of New York workingmen in March of 1864 
Th ey are not a formal economic and social ph il­ 
osoph y . Th ey may not be geared to today ’s th inking 
but th ey make interesting reading, neverth eless. 
“Th e strongest bond of h uman sy mpath y , outside 
of th e family relations," Lincoln said, “sh ould be one 
uniting all working people of all nations, and tongues, 
and kindreds ’* iTh at would get h im called a Com­ 
munist today .) 
“Nor sh ould th is lead to a war upon property or 
th e owners of property . 
Property is th e fruit of 
labor; property is desirable; is a positive good in th e 
world. Th at some sh ould be rich sh ows th at oth ers 
may become rich , and h ence is just encouragement 
to industry and enterprise.” 
(Th at would get h im 
called a conservative, or worse.) 
“Let not h im wh o Is h ouseless pull down th e h ouse 
of anoth er, but let h im work diligently and build one 
for h imself, th us by ex ample assuring th at h is own 
sh ould be safe from violence wh en built." 
« Th at 
migh t be called good sense and sound advice wh ich 
is probably more apt today th an it was in 18 64.)

Effect of Climate On You

FOR AGES, people h ave looked 
upon ch ange of climate as a good 
neth od for treating a number of 
different diseases and th ere is sci- 


Th ese disorders, such as colds, 
sinus infections, bronch itis, pneu­ 
monia, and arth ritis are among th e 
most freq uent 
diseases 
affecting 
th ose wh o live in temperate and in 
■ntific evidence to 
indicate 
th at cold climates. Th is is true even 
•limatie conditions do h ave an ef- 
ect on th e h ealth . 
According 
to 
Dr. 
Clarence A 
Vf'lLs of Cincinnati, th e ch ief ef­ 
fect on climate comes from its con­ 
trol over th e rate at wh ich h eat is 
lost from th e body . For every unit 
jf h eat wh ich Is used in th e body , 
h ree units are lost from th e skin. 
Cool Surroundings 
As long as th e surroundings are 
cool, th is large amount of waste 
h rat is gotten rid of easily and a 
person may maintain a h igh level 
of activity , blit wh en h eat loss be- 
ornes more difficult due to living 
in a tropical climate, th e produc­ 
tion of h eat in th e body must slow­ 
down and life go on at a more lei­ 
surely pace. 
According to Dr. Mills, th is slow­ 
ing down strikes h ardest at th e tis­ 
sues in th e brain and may rob a 
person of h is initiative and h is abil­ 
ity to th ink clearly unci also may 
caase slowing down of growth and 
development of th e y oung Th e peo­ 
ple living in warmer climates h ave 
lowered vitality and a q uieter ty pe 
of life. 
Th ose in temperate 
and 
cooler limates 
are 
more vigorous 
but live a more ex h austing life 
Effect On Disease 
Dr. Mills believes th at climate 
h as an effect on such diseases as 
diabetes, toxic Roitre, h ardening ot 
th e1 arteries, h eart failure and oth er 
conditions Climate play s a part in 
disease in oth er way s. For example, 
storms bringing wide and freq uent 
ch anges in air pressure and tem- 
perature seem to act as a factor in 
starting respiratory and rh eumatic 
troubles. 


th ough th e resistance to infection 
of th ose living in temperate 
cli­ 
mates may be h igh er th an among 
people living in warmer climates 
wh ere th ese diseases occur much 
less freq uently . 
Climate may also play a part in 
food consumption In h ot climates 
people do not eat as much and, 
h ence, freq uently may suffer Jrom 
vitamin and 
mineral 
deficiencies. 
Th e temperate climates h ave many 
blessings but also some drawbacks. 
However, by adjusting th e manner 
of living th ese drawbacks can be 
overcome.
